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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 15-24 pending in the instant application. 

Response to Amendment 

1. Receipt is acknowledged of Applicants' Response, submitted January 27, 2005, which 
has been reviewed by the Examiner. Accordingly, original claims 1-14 have been cancelled and 
new claims 15-24 have been added, which are directed to the same subject matter as originally 
claimed. 

Priority 

2. The previous Examiner of record for this application, Examiner Waller, had indicated an 
incorrect claim for foreign priority in the Office Action of November 3, 2004. The correct 
priority is to a provisional application, Serial No. 60/449,734 filed February 24, 2003. 

Claim Objections 

3. Claims 1-6 previously objected to as containing non-elected subject matter. In view of 
the cancellation of the claims, and Applicants' amendatory changes to limit the scope of the 
compounds being claimed, the Examiner withdraws the objections of the claims. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 15-24 are allowable, as newly renumbered claims 1-10. The following is an 
examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

This invention relates to novel indol-2-one oxazolidinones, derivatives thereof, and their 
methods of use. The allowable claims in this case are claims 15-24, which are directed to the 
above-mentioned compounds and methods of using them to treat microbial infections. Certain 
indolinyloxazolidinones that have antibacterial properties are known in the art. However the 
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aspect of administering the instant indol-2-one oxazolidinones, to treat microbial infections in 
mammals is novel and unobvious. After a thorough search, the closest of prior art, Genin et al, 
WO 02/102785 Al, was found to teach similar indolinyloxazolidinone compounds that have 
antibacterial properties. However, the genus of compounds taught in the WO document does not 
teach or render obvious the same compounds as instantly claimed, since the oxo is not taught on 
the 2-position of the indole ring, nor are the same moieties taught for the "Z" variable, which 
distinguishes them from the compounds of the instant invention. Therefore the prior art does not 
anticipate or fairly suggest the claimed compounds or their use for treating microbial infections.
